Each time Hope Star changes the brass matrices 


for news type on its thiee linotypes it costs StOr 
Publishing Co. $1,500. Back in June 1942 our in- 
stallation of the first automatic Teletypesetter Cir- 
cuit compelled us to buy new linotype "mats" so we 
would be synchronized with other cities on the cir- 
cuit. This was the 7-point Teletypesetter face, on 
an 8-point slug, in a column 12 ems wide. Its speci- 
men appears on the left below. 


By January 1960 the standard column width 


for American dailies had shrunk from 12 to 11 ems 
(the present column size), and The Star did two 
things: (1) It changed to an 11-em column, and at 
the same time purchased a new and larger type 
(the present one — 8-point Corona on a 9-point slug!

standard, are changing their automatic wire trans- 
mission standards to permit use of larger news type 
in the narrow column — and for that occasion 
Hope Star has purchased, cfnd now has in the house, 
the 9-point Corona face art a 10-point slug . . . the 
specimen appearing below,at the right. 


The specimen at right, therefore, shows how 


your reading matter Will look in Hope Star on Mon- 
day, October 14 (after the wire change-over of 
Sunday, October 13). If we have the new "mats" 
in our house why don't we use them right away, you 
ask? Well, they would work on local news, but not 
on the wire, being too big for present transmission 
standards. Therefore we would be using one size 
type for local news and another size for wire news— 
and the newspaper's appearance would be fouled 
up. Furthermore, if just one of the larger "mats" 
happened to get into the linotype handling wire news 
the mechanical department Would be in trouble. So 
our target date is Monday, October 14 — and not 
before.

We have these 
new matrices on hand for all 
our linotypes, but they can't be 
used until the wire change in 
October.

business together. I was deter- 
mined to find those men," said 
Welby Lee Monday night after the 
arrest in Indianapolis on second- 
degree murder charges of Grover 
Jones, 54, a handyman. 


Witnesses said two men were 


in the car. Lee said, "We know 
who the other man was. He will 
be taken into custody later. 


"I would estimate I spent a 


total of four years' time in the 
search," said Lee, 50. "I traveled 
70,000 miles, mostly in Kentucky, 
Indiana, 
Ohio and 
Tennessee, 


talking to people—all kinds of peo 
pie. 


"I hit lots of dead ends but 


never thought of giving up. Then, 
in January 1962, we hit the right 
trail. An in-law of Jones put us 
on it. For 18 months I gathered 
evidence. 


"I walked into the authorities' 


office in Clay County, Tenn., and 
gave them a book with 153 pages 
of evidence. I realized that after 
18 years,, a half job just wouldn't 
do." 


Indianapolis police said Tennes- 


see authorities traced the sale of 
the bumper guard to Jones. 


Lee said* a grand jury in the 


Tennessee county—just across the 
line from this southern Kentucky 
town—indicted Jones last month.

Cotton Crop 
This Year 
Is Smaller 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A smaller 


cotton crop than last year was 
indicated both nationally and in 
Arkansas Monday by the Agricul- 
ture Department's July estimate 
of acreage planted to the crop. 


Nationally the estimated 14,856,- 


000 acres is about 10 per cent less 
than 1962's 16,293,000., 


In Arkansas the new 1963 esti- 


mate is 1,260,000, compared 
to 


1,403,000 last year. 


The Agriculture Department did 


not make an estimate of produc- 
tion, but the estimated acreage 
could produce about 13 million 
bales, compared with 14,700,000 
last year. 


Even this reduced crop, how- 


ever, would add to existing sur- 
pluses unless markets improve. 


Total domestic and foreign re- 


quirements for the current market 
year have been forecast at 11,800,- 
000 bales. If the demand remains 
the same, the estimated 1963 crop 
would produce a surplus of 1,200,- 
000 bales. 


President Kennedy has urged 


legislation to better cotton's com- 
petitive position,particularly with 
domestic textile mills, but wide 
differences of opinion in the indus- 
try as to what should be done and 
congressional reluctance to act in 
the face of such indecision has 
stalled his program.

"We aren't provoking violence,"

'We just want to picket 
the palace." 


The most determined effort to 


spoil the royal arrival was at the 
side of the palace. 


"About 50 of our people wanted 


to stage a demonstration outside 
the palace," said Terry Chandler 
23, who described 
himself 
as 


chairman of a Save Greece Now 
Committee. 


"But the police roughed us up 


and wouldn't let us," he said. 


The nearest thing to an incident 


between the visiting royal couple 
and demonstrators came in a side 
street near the station. 


China Reds 
Quit Parley 
at Moscow

MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet and Chi- 


nese delegations to the Moscow- 
Peking reconciliation conference 
recessed their meeting without ex- 
planation todny. Informed quart- 
ers said the suspension was only 
temporary and that there was no 
rupture. 


Communist Chinese negotiators 


had failed to show up for the day's 
session' after the Soviet Union 
fired new charges at Red China 
and warned of "dangerous con- 
sequences." They spent" their day 
working at the Chinese embassy. 


One source said the Chinese in 


initial talks had again proposed 
a world conference of Communist 
pmliics to settle the dispute, but 
advocated a voting procedure on 
a population basis which would 
give China the dominating voice. 


The Soviet reaction could be 


surmised as totally negative. 


The interruption in the idcologi. 


cal talks between the two Com- 
munist giants came as Belgian 
Foreign Minister Paul - Henri 
Spaak, returning from a meeting 
with Premier Khrushchev, pre- 
dicted Soviet relations with the 
West will improve. 


The Soviet Communist party 


central committee earlier today 
accused the Chinese of deliberate- 
ly aggravating Soviet-Chinese re- 
lations at a time when the two 
countries arc discussing ideologi- 
cal differences. 


At the mansion in the Lenin 


Hills section of Moscow where 
the talks have been held, West- 
cm coni^c'sp'ondente noted the usu- 
al signs of prc-meeting activity 
today. 


But at 11 a.m., more than an 


hour after the talks usually! ba'- 
gin,; there was still no sign of the 
Chinese. Soviet officials 
began 


leaving, and then police said the 
Chinese would not be coming. 


The Chinese absence aroused 


speculation that they were await- 
ing -Peking's reaction to the ncsv 
Soviet attack. 
Some 
observers 


thought the Chinese might call an 
end to the sessions in retaliation.. 


The Soviet Communist 
party 


Central Committee accused the 
Chinese of deliberately' aggravat- 
ing Soviet-Chinese relations at a 
time when the two countries are 
discussing ideological differences. 


The Soviet blast came shortly 


after 
Khrushchev snubbed 
the 


Moscow meeting with the Chinese 
and conferred in Kiev with Spaak 
on easing cold war tensions. The 
Chinese militantly oppose Khrush- 
chev's peaceful coexistence policy, 
underlined by his meeting with 
Spaak. 


The new Soviet party statement 


denounced speeches at a rally in 
Peking Sunday in support of five 
Chinese expelled from the Soviet 
Union. They had distributed! re- 
prints in the Soviet Union of the 
Chinese Communist party's long 
denunciation June 14 of Khrush- 
chev's policies. 


The 
Soviet 
statement 
said 


speakers at the rally tended to 
create "moods unfriendly to the 
Soviet people, to aggravate the 
situation in the course of nego- 
tiations between the representa- 
tives of the Soviet Union and 
China.

Finley, owner of the 
Kansas City club, had expressed 
interest at an executive session 
on the eve of the All-Star game 
in moving his Athletics to Oak- 
land,: Calif. 


Cronin, 
however, 
emphasized 


that Finley had made "no formal 
request," to move the A's fran- 
chise. It would need at least eight 
affirmative ballots of the 10 own- 
ers to switch the franchise. 


The 
Associated 
Press 
had 


learned exclusively Monday that 
Finley, rebuffed a year ago in his 
effort to move the A's to Dallas, 
was seeking a new home in Cali- 
fornia. 


The Oakland City Council and 


the Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors recently approved is- 
suing $25 million in revenue bonds 
to build a 48,500-seat all-purpose 
stadium in Oakland. The park, 
however, is not expected to be 
completed before 1965. 


Horace Stoneham, president of 


the National League's San Fran- 
cisco Giants, confirmed that Fin- 
ley had approached1 him in an ef- 
fort to secure the use of the Gi- 
ants' Candlestick Park until the 
Oakland stadium was finished. 


"Mr. Finfey was in to see me 


10 days or 
two weeks ago," 


Stoneham said in San Francisco. 
"He asked me if his club could 
play in Candlestick Park as a 
starter—until Oakland finished a 
proposed stadium.
